Tho third magnificent hotel, which
has long been talked about, is st last
avaality, in prospect at least, and the
plans and specifications are now in the
Oreighton homse in this city, where
the gentleman who is to construct the
hotel, Mr. John Hamlin, of Nebraska
City, is stapping. Mr Hamlin rep-
resenta the Finley estate, in Penn.
aylvania, mnd long ago comoeived the
idea of & hotel in Omahna, which
should eclipse all other structures,

mont for a large amount of meney.
The location determined wpon is
one which has no supeeior in the city
an ragards convenionos to the depota
and to business at the same time.
This locatlon ia the southesst oorner
of Farnam and Tenth sireets, extond.
g 134 feel on the Farnamatreet side
and 132 feet on the Tenth streot side,
Tke building will be of stone and
brick, five swriea high, with basoment,
and will cost 8250,000. It is to he
bogun April 3d, and will be com-
Ji‘hwd and opened January 1, 1883,
he titls to the Jand was-cleared upyes-
terday through the payment of 82,000
to certain parties, le;{ha representa-
tives of the Lowo estate, from whom
the purchase is made by Mr. Hamlin,
and an agreement made to have the
slmu oleared of all buildings by the
rat of next month,

It is only neoessary to state that the
architect is J. M. McEliatrick, of In-
disnapolis, who designed and super.
intenaed the construction of Boyd's
opera house, to assure an 1mposing
and beautiful atructure. Mr, Mo-
Elfatrick arrived in the city two days
ago, but the plane of the hotel wers
tirnt shown last evening. There will
be 260 rooms, of which 178 will be
sleeping rooms. There will be aro-
tunda in the center of the building,
86x474 feet and -B1 feet high. This
rotunds will be reached by two en-
trances, of which the main one
on Farnam street will be 30 feet wide
and that on Teuth street 20 feet in
width, This rotunda will be occupiea
by the office. It will be lighted by
heavy Jylnln glass above and handsome-
ly tiled. Leading from the rotunda
will be the entrances to the reading
room, lavatory, barber shap, check
room, beside four sample roows, each
17x22 feet, The b:?linrd and bar
rooms will be down stairs but the
height of thoe basement will remove
any inconvenience from lack of light
or afmnoumm. A ladies entrance
will lead from Farnam strect, east of
the main entrance, and be ten feet
wide, The ladies reception room will
be on the second floor, to which a
broad pair of stairs will lead. In the
rear of the ladies entrance the pas-
nngu:i and bggp?e nlevlatou will be
ocated, running from the basement
to the fifth story and o
steam. The kitchen will located

FOR HIS LIFE.

The Kosters OCasze Fectirea a
Jury and the Trial Pro-
ceed® Rup dly.

—

At the opening of the trial of Chas.
hosters for the murder of Oscar Ham-
mar on Ohristmas morning, it was an-
ticipaped that it would take at least a
week to get through it,  The diffienl-
ty encountered in securing a jury
added to this conviction but the pro-
coedinga since our last report indicate
that much less than a week will be oc-
cupied in the hearing. Thin change
first became apparent Thursday after-
noon,

The first witness ealled in the Koas-
ters murder trial yesterday was
Charles Carey, who testified that he
saw Frank Graves and Kosters go out
of the saloon door together just previ-
ous to the killing, that & moment later

he saw Graves standing against the
half open door and that a hand and
arm were throst forward from behind
(iraves as though in the act of throw-
g, and that Hammer dropped at once
to the floor, receiving an injury which
caused his death almost instantly.
Emannel Cohn testificd that ho was
at the houseof Nellie l(mE on Capitol
avenue, the uight of the killing; that
Kosters came there and had some con-
versation with Geosigs Hall, who was
alno at the house that evening; that
Hall went away and came back again,
Counsel for the stats endeavored to
show by this witneas that upon his re.
turn he brought a message to Kosters
to the effe.t that Hammer was dead,
but did not sucosed in enlisting  testi-
mony.

Miss May Hall, testified that she is
now & resident of Council Bluffs; waa
an inmato of Miss King's house on
the night of the murder and saw Kos.
tera there: that upon the return ot
Hall he stated to Kosters that “‘that
man' was dead, vsing no name how-
ever.

Dr. J. H. Peabody, testified thathe
conducted the post-mortem examina-
tion over the remains of Hammer;
that it was his impression that the
wound causing his death had been in-
flicted by a puir of knuckles with a
knife coneealed; he had afterwards
thought the injury might have been
caused by a blow upun the head with
a clubbed pistol, the skull being frao-
tured and & very small piece dmven
into and upon the membrane of the
brain; he would not say that the in-
jury could not have been iuflicted by
u bottle but thought in that cise that
the bottle would certainly be broken.
A portion of the skull of the deceascd,
nhowing the fracture, was produced
in evidence and the character of the
injury explained by the witness.

George Hall testificd that he was at
the house of Nellie King on the nigh
in question; that he saw Kosters there;
that he lett the house and went tu
Treitechke’s snloon and then returned
to Miss King's, but was unable to say
whether or not he delivered any mes-
sage to Koaters as to the result of tho
injury iuflicted upon Hammer. This
witness' recollection of the events of
that night was very faint us he claimed
to have been very much under the in-
fluence of hiquor, which econdition he
stated was that of the other inmates
of the house.

E, A. MClure testified that he ar-
rested the prisoner about b o'clock on
the morning of the killing, at his resi-
dence on Jackson street; that he said
to him, “Charlie, I want you; that
man you had the fuss with is dead,”
and thut thereupon Kosters exclaimed:
**My God! is that sof" and eame along
with him without any further remark,

Julius Treitschke testified that he
was the proprivtor of the saloon in
question; that there wus ashelf near
the door where the lkilling ocourred,
upon which were placed bottlee of
witie which were euny of acoess; that
the morning of the killing he found a
wine bottle pittiog on the lunch coun-
ter aud another lying on the fluor not
far from the door; that his lunch table
was supplied with several butcher
kuives, one of which he found was
missivg when he sold out his place a
few weeks Inter, o portion of which
time the saloon had gctm locked up,

Miss Nellie King testified that on
the morning of December 25th de-
fendant came to her house between 3
and 4 o'clock; that she saw o kuife
there -a butcher knife,- Lut it was
not in the hands of Kosters; that
Frank Young had it when she saw i,
and that it was thrown under her bed,

Mras. Hammer, widow of the de
ceased, waa present in the court room
duriog the afternoon, accom pauied by
a couple of lady friends. She took a
very lively interest in the procoedings,
judging {ry the close attention she
manifested, and at one time gave way
to her emotinns, Most of the time,
hewever, she kopt her feclings under
control and will, doubtless be a regu-
lar attendant upon the remainder o
tho trinl, which will prosably not be
80 | ngthy as has been goncrally sup-
posed it would be, judgiug by the
rapid manner in which the examing
tiun was condueted yesterday.

APTERNOON HESSION,

Upon’ the court convening in tho
afternoon, Miss Lulu Lowg wis ¢illed
for the state and testified that she was
an inmate of Miss King's house just
after the killing of Hammer, and that
one day the defendant came there and
offered Miss King $35 to leave Omaha
and go to Council Bluffs so asnot to
be here to testity acainst him, offer-
ing to give M Dane §456 if she
would go to the Bluffs with Miss King,
minl $10 for each of them at that

Cross-examined by Mr, Burnham:

Q Didn't you go to the Bluffs?

Q. And didn't you receive money
for goingl Objected to as immaterial;
overruled; detendant excep.s.

A. Idid,

. How much did you recaive?

A. Oae hundred dollars,

Q. From whom did you receive it!
Objected to as immaterial,

Mr. Burnham. Did you say that
you diudu't receive any money from
Kosters to go to the Bluffs?

A. 1 did.

Q. Do you remember, Mr. Morse,
who was with you at the Ogden House
at the time you were over there after
Mr. Neligh left you?

A. Tes sir,

Q. Do you remember whether or
not you did, at that time and place,
state to him that you had received
money and inducements from Mr,
Kosters to lewve this city to avord tes-
ufying against him?

A. I did not.

Q. Do you swear that you did not?

A. I swear I did not. .

Q. This was at tho Ogden House on
the day that you returned with Mr.
Neligh—that is, the Inst time. I
tl;iuﬁ you came back on Friday?

Q. That was the 3d of February,
just bofore the grand jury met; on
that day did you not s'ate at the Og-
den house to Mr, Morse that you had
received money and inducements from
Mr. Kosters to leave and go to Coun-

James Whitney, called for the de-
fense, testitiod that he beheved Kos-
ters did not have a glove on at the
tume of the killing, us he had noticed
Liim wiping the blood from his face
just previous to that and after he had
been struck by Hammer., The impor-
tanee of Lhis testimony lies in the fact
that Geiselman had testitied that just
as the bottle was thrown he had ob-
served some one holding on to the
side of the door through which the
bottle egne, and that tie hand he saw
was covered with a dark covered glove,

Homer Btull was called for the de-
fense tu substanciate the correctness
of a short-hand report he had tuken
of the testimony at the coroner's in-
qnest and the preliminary examina-
tion  in this cese, which report has
Leen treely used by defendant’s coun-
sel during the progress of the trial,
Counsel tor the state objected to the
testimony on the ground that the wit-
nees was nlso counsel for the detense,
but the witness stating thut beforethe
teatiimony was taken it was ngreed
that it should be used by both parties
the court overiuled the objection aud
the testimony was adinitted,

Counsel for the defense stated that
they had but one witness more to ex-
amine, and that as the state bad taken
less time than was auticipated in the
introduction of testimony, they were
not prepared to put that witness upon
the staud at this time, and requested
the court to give them until this
morning, which request was granted
and the court, at 3 v'clock, adjourned
until this morning. The judge an-
nounced that bur a short time would
be given to motives this moruiu{;.
after which thetiial would be promptly
proceeded with, and that in order to
get through to-day he would hold a
night session, if ne , a8 it was
impoirtant that the case should be
given to the jury this week, if possible

The state will probably introduce a
few witnesses ia  rebuttal, among
whom will be the Mr. Morse referred
to in the testimony of Miss King.
